Centre!  fc.illte.ry  District  should  be  reported  on  bloc 
by  the  Central  District  M.P.  K.  ad quarters  te  the  Commander  of 
the  Milit;  rv  District.  Moreover,  although  at  that  time,  the. 

Central  District  M.P.  Commander  was  subordinated  to  the  M.P, 
Commander  in  Tokyo,  pb  regards  guard  duties,  he  came  under  the 
delegated  command  of  the  Central  Military  District  Commander. 
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]?hc  inteneif ication  of  eir  raids  from  J>uic,  1045  onwards,  brought 
pbout  a  ;redue.l  increase  also  in  the  number  of  captured  air  flight 
personnel,  hut  although  tho  Control  istrict  lit*  .  Unit,  following 
thorough  irvPBtigf  tions  on  the  strength  of  the  r-.f  ore-montionod 
orde.ro ,  secured  evidence  of  violation  of  .ortial  ..aw  in  each  of 
those  caseo,  these  fll  *ht  personnel  could  not  he  brought  before 
Court-Martial  due  to  the  15th  Area  Army  Headquarters  (an  ope  ration¬ 
al  unit  incorporated  into  one  body  with  the  Central  military  Di«- 
trict  He.;  dqurrtci  ~ ,  and  the  greater  cert  of  whose  oersonnel  were 
holding  additional  oor  „a  with  the  Military  i-iatriot  Headquarters) 
■being  too  busily  occupied  in  tne  preparation  of  defence  operations 
ugainst  the  intrr.sifiod  air-raids  and  supooced  landing  on  our 
mainland  hv  the  L.  3.  forces,  and  on  account  of  the  Judicial 
Deportment,  too,  beirr  kept  busy  in  dealing  with  cases  of  violation 
of  military  discipline.

As  Btf  ted  ab  ve,  the  said  total  of  forty-three  persons  v-'ro 
executed  by  shooting  ir  uev<  r*'l  lots  bv  special  personnel  et 
tho  menoeuvf  r  ;  rea  at  Nobut&yamo ,  Izumi— Kite  trun,  Osaka  Prefecture 
end  the  firing  range  at  Higashi— !cu,  Osak?  City,  from  the  uoriod 
between  the  beginning  r'  July  to  the  m.idolo  of  August,  and  their 
bodies  wore  buried  at  tho  seme  places,  however,  although  some 
of  the  bodies  sfem  to  have  been  buried  rt  the  ^rxy  Comoter”  .  t 
•Sanday&ma ,  details  arc  unknown.

2.  .he  Central  Military  District  Headquarters ,  issued  orders  in 
about  April,  1945  m  the  name  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  to  the  effect 
that  all  information  collected  from  air  flight  personnel  captured 
within  the  Central  Military  District  should  be  reported  on  bloc 
by  the  Central  District  M.P  Ht  aa^ur.rtcrs  to  the  Commander  of 
the  Military  District.

I.  Foreword 

This  Prctocol  is  a  conollnd  collection  of  the  reports  made  by  those  in 
command  of  demobilisation  in  the  Central  District,  and  of  the  statements 
made  by  those  who  have  connections  wioh  the  Military  Police,  made  in 
regard  to  ‘Protocol  Concerning  the  Handling  of  the  Crews  of  ..llied 
Planes  in  the  Central  District,  Part  I,”  da.tcd  26  December  1245. 

II.  The  total  number  of  crew  members  of  Allied  planes  captured  by  the 
Japanese  Forces  in  the  Central  Military  District  was  about  49.  The 
conditions  of  treatment  of  these  men  are  as  described  in  Annexed 
Sheets  Fob.  1,  2  and  3. 

III.  The  following  are  the  results  found  through  the  further  investigations 
of  the.  cases  which  have  been  disposed  of  informally,  without  the  formal 
procoodinga  of  a  court  martial. 

A.  In  regard  to  the  outline  of  the  he.nd.ling  of  Allied  Airmen  in  the 
Central  Military  District  at  that  time: 

Early  in  April  (or  late  in  March)  of  1945,  the  Central  Military 
District  dispatched  an  erder  in  the  name  of  the  Chief  of  Staff 
to  the  effect  that  tho  collection  of  information  from  captured 
airmen  Bhould  be  summed  up  at  tho  Military  Police  Headquarters 
of  the  Central  District,  but  the  assignment  of  personnel  to  this 
work  was  not  e3p<  dally  diiooted. 

The  Military  Police  Jnit  of  tho  Central  District,  tock  charge  of 
security.  pre-let  Micu,  billeting,  pro\isions,  and  sanitation  of 
the  captuicd  a.ixmen,  based  upon  tho  above  order,  and  the  basic 
duties  of  tho  Military  Police,  before,  during  end  after  the  investi¬ 
gations. 

There  was  an  instruction  that  tho  Army  will  fully  investigate  tho 
captured  airmen  and  those  who  did  not  violate  any  military  regu¬ 
lation  will  be  interned  in  ?0”  Camus,  while  those  who  violated  any 
military  regulation  will  bo  charged  before  a  court  martial  vMch 
will  dispose  of  the  cases  based  upon  its  decisions.  However,  the 
disposition  of  these  captured  airmen  was  delayed  because  bombings 
caused  disruption  of  transnortation  and  communications ,  and  pre¬ 
parations  for  the  operations  were  complicated. 
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3.  In  regard,  to  the  public  feeling  against  the  captured  airmen. 

After  the  bombings  of  the  Japanese  Mainland  wore  Initiated,  not 
only  were  fearful  plr  raids  pgainst  Important  facilities  continued, 
but  In  rurloua  places  the  losses  In  lives  and  properties  of  non- 
combatants  started  to  mount.  Accompanying  this,  the  hostile  feel¬ 
ings  of  the  pcoplo  began  to  Increase.  However,  In  March  when 
large  cities  such  as  Tokyo,  Nagoya,  Osaka  and  Kobe  began  to  suffer 
Indiscriminate  Incendiary  bombing  raids,  and  huge  Iosscb  were 
suffered,  the  peoples'  feelings  suddenly  became  violent  and  their 
hostile  feelings  increased.  The  general  public  opinion  against 
the  captured  airmen  hardened  conspicuously.  Later  on,  the  indis¬ 
criminate  bombings  by  Allied  aircraft  became  Increasingly  end  cease¬ 
lessly  violent  and  the  peoples'  spirit  of  vengeance  reached  its 
limit.  The  situation  come  to  the  point  where  even  Japanese  airmen 
who  parachuted  down  were  in  danger  of  harm,  because  the  people  did 
not  take  time  to  make  distinctions. 

C.  Relationship  between  the  Central  District  Military  Police  Unit 
Headquarters  and  the  Military  Police  headquarters  in  regard  to 
punishments. 

1.  Accompanying  the  sharp  increase  in  air  raids  against  the  main¬ 
land  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1945,  the  number  of  captured 
airmen  increased  considerably.  Howevor,  for  various  reasons, 
every  unit  was  unable  to  speedily  bring  these  men  to  courts 
martial,  because  of  this,  the  Military  Police  Unit  in  the 
various  areas  had  difficulties  in  the  internment  of  these  men 
on  account  of  the  poor  and  crowded  internment  facilities. 

Around  Juno  of  1945,  Lt.  General  0KID9,  Sanji,  tho  Military 
Police  Commandant,  after  considering  the  gem  ral  state  of 
affairs,  issued  a  personal  message  using  the  name  of  Colonel 
YAMAMURA,  Yoshio,  Chief  of  the  External  Affairs  Section  of  the 
Military  Police  Headquarters.  The  message  was  issued  to  each 
Military  Police  Headquarters  Commandant  in  the  Northern,  North¬ 
eastern,  Eastern,  Tokai ,  Central,  Chugoku,  Shikoku,  and  the 
Western  District  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  captured  airmen. 

2.  The  gist  of  the  said  personal  message,  according  to  the  mem¬ 
ories  of  those  who  were  then  connected  with  the  Military  Police 
He adquarters ,  is  generally  as  follows: 

Courts  martial  for  captured  airmen  are  generally  at  a  standstill. 
Because  of  this,  it  seems  that  the  interned  personnel  have  in¬ 
creased  and  the  various  Military  Police  Units  are  feeling  ex¬ 
treme  diff iculticB  in  the  handling  of  these  men.  From  tho 
standpoint  of  the  riilitp.ry  Police,  the-  hope  for  tho  acceleration 
of  the  courts  martial.  There  arc  probably  seme  men  among  the 
prisoners  who  carri.  d  out  inhaman  and  indiscriminate  bombings. 

It  is  only  right  that  these  men  ",'e  immediately  punished  severely 
according  to  military  regulations. 
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If  it  is  impossible  to  make  immediate  dispositions  by  courts 
martial,  perhaps  other  methods  may  unavoidably  be  used,  '-cw- 
evor,  it  is  up  to  the  Military  District  headquarters  to  decide 
which  of  the  two  methods  ehculd  ve  adopted,  and  it  is  r.ot  a 
matter  to  bo  handled  by  the  i.ilitrry  Police.  Therefore,  it  is 
best  to  make  contacts  with  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Military 
District  concerned,  according  to  necessity.  Moreover,  it 
poems  that  he  added  that  this  case  should  first  have  the 
independent  decision  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  each  Militar" 
Bintrict. 

3.  According  to  Major-General  NAGATC'MC ,  Teuguo,  Commandant  of 

the  Military  Police  Unit  Headquarters  of  the  Central  District, 
he  v'pb  trying  to  find,  a  solution  to  the  difficulties  of  the 
internment  of  the  increased  number  of  captured  airmen.  Since 
ho  received  the  aforementioned  personal  message  at  this  time, 
it  seems  that  he  interpreted  tho  intention  of  the  message  to 
mean  immediate  punishment  of  the  capture  airmon  and  he  ordered 
his  officers  to  make  preparations  accordingly. 

D.  Relationship  bet-wren  tho  Military  Police  Unit  headquarters  of  tho 

Central  District  and  the  Control  Military  District  Headquarters  in 

regard  to  punishments. 

1.  Around  the  end  of  June  (or  the  beginning  of  July) ,  Major- 
General  NAGATOMO ,  Commandant  cf  the  Military  Police  Unit  of 
the  Central  District  who  received  the  said  message,  paid  a  visit 
to  Lt.  General  KUNITAKL,  Kichio,  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Central  Military  District.  NAGATOMO  made  the  following  state¬ 
ment:  "A8  a  result  cf  investigating  captured  airmen,  wo  find 

that  their  statements  are  generally  all  a.like.  Therefore, 
hereafter  we  will  not  submit  every  bit  of  information  and  wo 
wish  to  take  the  appropriate  measures  for  these  airmen." 

Lt.  General  KUHI I  AXE  did  not  think  that  this  negotiation  was 
something  in  connection  with  anything  as  important  as  the 
punishment  of  the  airmen,  but  he  thought  it  was  just  a  simple 
inteliiganca  report.  Therefore,  he  answered,  "I  acknowledge 
it,"  and  turned  ills  attention  to  extremely  -Dressing  uroblems 
cf  operation  preparations,  and  countermeasures  against  air 
raids. 

according  to  Lt.  3eneral  KUNITAKB,  it  seems  tha t  he  never  pven 
dreamed  that  the  purpose  of  Major-General  NAGATOMO 1 8  visit 
was  the  contact  for  the  important  matter  based  upon  the  personal 
message  from  the  Military  Police  Unit  Headquarters. 
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2.  In  the  early  part  of  June  (the  exact  dote  Is  not  known) 
m»  jor  SHINAI ,  Ikomaro,  of  the  Military  Police  Unit  Head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Central  District  visited  Colonel  C'-A .Ko.iiro , 
a  Staff  Officer  of  the  Control  Military  District  rnd  said, 
"Since  we  have  had  contact  from  the  Military  Police  Head¬ 
quarters,  we  will  punish  the  ce.ptured  airmen  who  are  at 
present  interned  at  the  Military  Police  Unit  of  the  Control 
District. " 

thereupon,  Colonel  C.  A  asked,  "Is  it  proved  that  all  of 
these  captured  airmen  actually  carried  out  indiscriminate 
bombings?"  It  seems  that  Major  SHINAI  answered,  "Yes," 

It  appears  that  Colonel  CLA  thought  that  these  punishments 
were  matters  concerning  captured  airmen  who  wore  under  the 
administration  of  the  Military  Police  Unit  of  the  Central 
District  and  based  upon  tho  plans  of  the  higher  iilita.ry 
Police  headquarters  to  which  the  ur.it  belonged.  Therefore 
it  seems  that  he  answered,  "It  is  inevitable,  if  they  pre 
to  be  punished  by  the  Military  Police  Unit,"  thinking  that 
it  was  unavoidable,  since  they  wore  to  be  punished  in  the 
light  of  military  regulations. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  two  aforementioned  items,  Lt.  General 
UCHIYAMA,  Eitaro,  the  Comrondant  of  the  Central  Military 
District  had  no  knowledge  of  them,  since  he  received  no 
report  regarding  them  at  the  time. 

4.  Conclusion.-  ....
